was opened by the Commission, on behalf:of SONIA ALVAREZ |
based upon certain 1osses which may have been susta1ned as ‘a result of
actions by the Government of Cuba since January 1, 1959 |
Under Title V of the Internatlonal Claims Settlement Act of 1949 [78 :
Stat, 1110 (1964) 22 U.S.C. §§1643-1643k (1964), as amended 79 Stat. 988
‘1965)] the Commission is given Jurlsdlctlon over claims of nationals of
the United States against the Government of Cuba.. Section 503(a) of the Act
provides that the Commission shall receive and deterhlne iﬁ accordance with
applicable substantive law, including international law, the amount and
validity of claims by nationals of the United-Stetee’égainst the quefnment'
of Cuba arising since January 1, 1959 for
losses resulting from the nationalization, exproprietion,b
intervention or other taking of, or special measures
directed against, property including any rights or inter-
ests therein owned wholly or partially, directly or in-

directly at the time by nationals of the United States,

Section 502(3) of the Act provides:

The term 'property' means any property, right, or inter- .
est including any leasehold interest, and debts owed by
the Government of Cuba or by enterprises which have been
nationalized, expropriated, intervened, or taken by the
: Government of Cuba and debts which are a charge on'prop-
‘ erty which has been nationalized, exproprlated, 1ntervened
or taken by the Govermment of Cuba.



This claim was opened on the basis of information reéeived by
the Commission that claimant had been unable to return to the |
United States. The Commissien, however, has been informed that
sald claimant returned to fhe United States on May 15, 1969
and was given information éoncerning the filing of claims for any
property which rmight have been taken by the Govermment of Cuba.

The claimant has not contacted the Commission. Accordingly, since
no claim has been asserted for interests in propexrty which was ngtion-
alized, expropriated or otherwise taken by the Goverrment of Cubsg, it is

ORDERED that this claim be and it is hereby dismissed.
